The Neapolis Cheese Factory, 
now operated by the Central Al- 
berta Dairy Pool, has been closed 
for several days and extensive al- 
terations are being made to the 
plant equipment, including the in- 
Stallation of a modern bottle wash- 
ing machine and other labor-sav- 
ing devices, These alterations were 
made possible by the installation 
of electric power following com- 
pletion of the rural electrification 
project. 

Since the C.A.D.P. has taken over 
the operation of the cheese factory 
east of Didsbury the plant has 
been working seven days a week 
and plans are to increase the ca- 
pacity as more milk is being routed 
to the factory. 

At present building is being re- 
stricted to the erection of accom: 
modation for employees and it has 
been reported that an army hut 
has been purchased and will be! 
moved to the property (now oc- 
cupied by the skating rink) where | 
it will be remodelled into modern | 
living quarters, 

Just when additions will be made 
to the present building to provide 
for increased capacity and propos- 
ed cold storage lockers has not 
been ascertained.
